[Text} Around April 15 every year, which is the birthday of North Korea's 
uirivaled communist dictator, Kim Li-song, the personality cult surrounding 
him reaches a climax, This year ie no exception. In fact, as years go 

by, it becomes more intensified. According to press and radio reports 

from Pyongyang, all kinds of frenzied commemorative events were held 
throughout North Korea thie week to celebrate Kim's 69th birthday as the 
“most felicitous occasion of the whole of mankind as well as the nation.” 


The North's propaganda media, including newspapers and broadcasts, devoted 
most of their epace and time to praising the self-manufactured demigod with 
utterly absurd expressions. An example: "That blue sky is ours thanks to 
the supreme leader who opened it for us; this green earth is ours thanks 

to the supreme leader who cultivated it for us." They then called on 

the entire North Korean people to think and act, whenever and wherever, only 
in accord with the thought and will of the supreme leader." 


This vear'’s birthday festivity took on a new dimension as it was the first 
since the de facto designation of Kim's 40-year-old son, Chong-il, as heir 
apparent at the party congress held last October. Even schoolchildren were 
ail foreed to swear at mass rallies that they would be forever loyal to 
Kim and son and protect their dynasty with “our own Life." Under a cradle- 
to-grave presentation program, the North Korean children, including kinder- 
garten tots, are trained to worship Kim Il-song as god and to “kill 

100 yankees" as their greatest aim in life. 


But uch a heigh.ening anachronistic cult of personality, that makes those 
of Stalin and Mao Zedong look insipid by comparison, and the unprecedented 
creation of a communist dynasty, which is ridiculed even by fellow communists 
in other countries, appears to come under increasing criticism abroad. 


For instance, on the even of Kim's birthday, a leading Australian daily 
newspaper, THE AGE, carried an article which acidly derided the North 
Korean chieftain as a despot who has for more than 30 years “ruthlessly 
exercised power in one of the most closed and rigid Marxist-Leninist 
societies” and is well on the way to upending communist doctrine by estab- 
lishing the first family dynasty. 














At about the same time, two Bangladesh newspapers bitterly assailed Pyongyang 
for bribing 4 loeal pelitical party leader into sponsoring an international 
seminar to propagate Kim's so-called chuche (self-reliance) thought and 
promete him ae the champion of world peace, One of the dailies correctly

|Text) The Campaign to reject favoritiem is in full ewing across the country 
as part of efferte te upreet sources of corruption detrimental to the creation 
of a new political milieu and the establishment of social discipline. 


Cabinet sembers together with vice ministers ignited the drive in line with 
a especial instruction from President Chon Tu-hwan, resolving neither to 
request nor receive favors. 


The) coneluded that favoritism was an element giving rise to various types 
improprieties and should be done away with at all costes at this time. 


The anti-favoritiem drive is gaining momentum in political, business, academic 
and military circles ae well as in officialdos. 


As of Thureday, about 500,000 ranking officials from 11,684 different organi- 
zations, including central government offices, had taken part in rallies to 


reject any act te gain favors. Joining them were about 70,000 leading 
figures who attended the rallies in local areas. 


in the political field, revival of the old practices of inf luence-peddl ing, 
preseure, intervention in the solution of legal cases and abuses of power 
for illegal profit-making is feared to occur after the end of the parlia- 
mentary election. 


Matter-of-factly, it has been regarded in the past as natural for lawmakers 
to solicit especial favors in such matters a6 employment and the issuance 
of business licenses on the pretext of carrying out what they have pledged 
to eligible votere in return for their support during elections. 


Eepecially, there are worries about the possibility that the current national 
assembly lav, which allows assemblymen to have extra jobs, may be abused to 
protect certain enterprises. Eighty-eight lawmakers turned out to have 
concurrent occupations. 

















In bureaucratic society, there were some officials whe delayed, wittingly or 
unwittingly, the implementation of things that could otherwise have been done 
quickiy, the outcome of which induced favors or pressures from the outside, 


Upon either receiving favers or being pressed, they settled such things 
promptly, often using them as leverage to obtain credit for success in their 
personal Lives, 


in general, instances of favoritism varied from requests for employment, 
promotion, tranafer to better poste and offering loane to certain business 
firme, to intervention in criminal investigations, influencing the reults 

of trials, issuance of various licenses and malpractices in levying taxes or 
in tax payment, 


Some officials say, “ordinary citizens should aleo be held accountable for 
irregularities as many people have 4 deep-rooted tendency to rely on lawmakers 
elected in their villages or on key post holders for the disposal of their 
problems, which could be settied easily with their own efforte alone if they 
went through due and normal procedures." 





Cognizant of factors prone to cause corruption, including trends toward 
favoritiem, inspectors and vice ministers in charge of official discipline 
worked out drastic measures in their March 31 meeting, which was focused on 
nipping sources of irregularities in the bud, 


Kwon Chong-tal, secretary-general of the Democratic Justice Party, has shown 
determination that his party will not tolerate favoritiem or inf luence-peddl ing 
by) ite members under any circumstances, 


Along with the widespread anti-corruption drive, public rallies had been held 
in92 different places thoughout the country as of Thursday in which eligible 
voters vowed to free lawmakers from requests for favors to help them devote 
themselves to handling estate affairs in the new house, 


The rallies adopted resolutions separately to prevent these irregularities signed 
by constituents to be delivered to their lawmakers. 


Forty-five representatives from nine electoral districts conveyed to their 
lawmkers yesterday a list of signatures voters have put on such resolutions. 


Lawmakers became fed up in the past with the barrage of solicitations as voters, 
who supported them, wanted the former to do something for their interests or 
regions, 


Acts to gain favors wer: committed by lawmakers, obsessed with getting reelected, 
who pressured the central or provincial governments hard, to give voters the 
impression that they would not renege on promises once they were elected. 








"The concept of favoritiem should be distinguished from civil petitions, 
however,” said ranking officials and lawmakers, emphasising the need for 
prompt solution of public complaints received at their offices or party 
headquarters through normal channels, 


In Oe Measure against favoritiem, the government has made it obligatory 

for 85 government offices and other bodies to submit regular reporte to the 
authorities concerned on instances of favoritiem or pressure, listing names, 
positions, and content of such acta,

RESHUFFLING OF JUDICIARY VIPWED AS GENERATIONAL CHANGE

[iext) The eweeping reshuffle of senior public prosecutors which resulted 
in the dismissal of 26 prosecutors and the promotion of 36 others should 
be viewed as part of the overall reform of the judiciary in this country 

to conform to the change of the times, It closely followed the large-scale 
shakeup of senior judges including the supreme court justices, 


Friday's drastic prosecution changes had been foreseen since the minister 
of justice was replaced two weeks earlier. The new minister, Yi Chong-won, 
etressed upon assuming his post that the nation's prosecution authorities 
must cast off the old tarniehed mantle and build a new image befitting the 
new era of the fifth republic, 


As Minister Yi pointed out, the procuratorial officials have developed a 
general tendency over the years of reigning over the people, instead of 
serving them, with bureaucratic and authoritarian attitudes. They were 
aiso blamed for inefficiency, the habit of passing the buck to others and 
perfunctoriness in executing their duties. He sternly warned that such a 
customary posture of officialiem among prosecutors would no longer be 
tolerated, 


indeed, one of the most pressing tasks facing the legal administration 
seems to be the modernization of the prosecution authorities through the 
-eformation of their sense of values. As the executive and legislative 
branches of the government have undergone far-ranging reforms to meet 

the new expectations of the people in this new era of the nation’s history, 
so should the legal circle regenerate itself as the enforcer of justice 
and protector of human rights, 


The striking feature of the prosecution shakeup can be described as a 
generational change, largely corresponding to the recent reshuffle of the 
judges. Most of the prosecutors who were newly promoted to key posts in the 
Ministry of Justice and the prosecutor general's office are in their 
forties, replacing older ones. They are those who passed the regular state 


il 














examination for legal officials before starting their career as public pro- 
curators, If contrast, these whe have been appointed prosecutors without 
taking the exam in the past, imeluding ‘ormer army law officers, were pushed 
eut thie t ime, 


it is alse noteworthy that among the digmissed are some who are known to have 
been involved in bribery cases of have led indecent private lives, At any 
rate, the reshuffle is expected to inject fresh vigor inte the prosecution 
authorities whe appear to have fallen into a sort of inertia in the shadow 


of power . 


but it must be emphasized that replacement by younger persons does not by 
iteelf bring about desired inprovemente. for one thing, persistent ef forte 
for ecientific, efficient investipations to avoid infringement of basic 

human righte are in order to establish a new favorable image of public 
prosecutors, They should refrain from an unrestrained, imprudent exercise 

of their procuratorial power which regrettably was a cause of their tarnished 
image of the past,

ETHICS BILL=-Seoul, April 20 (YONHAP)--The Korean Government has drafted an 
ethics bill requiring high officials to register their property annually. 

Vice Government Administration Minister Kim Yong-nae Monday said the bill had 
already been deliberated in the Office of Legislation and would be ef fective 
July 1, after receiving National Assembly approval in early May. Kim said the 
law would affect »ouwt 350 public office holders in an initial phase, including 
ministers, National Aseembly members, supreme court justices, high-ranking 
generals and heade of state-run enterprises, and would gradually be extended 
to other officials. The law will require high-ranking officials to register 
their real estate and other property which they or their family hold with 

the ministry involved. Kim also said the officials would be punished if the 
Justice Ministry or Office of National Tax Administration finds they falsified 
the reports. The law would also order the officials to donate gifts received 
from foreign dignitaries to the government and ban officials purged because 

of irregularities while in office from working in businesses related to their 
previous offices.

DOMESTIC OLL PRICING SITUATION VIEWED

{Tex} Will domestic oil prices be further increased during the rest of this 
vear? 


This is the question uppermost in the minds of the general public after the 
government's announcement of an oil price hike along with the rise in 
electricity charges and coal price yesterday. 


‘he dominating opinion of local energy experts and government officials con- 
erned is that energy prices, especially those for oil, will show a 
stabilizing trend this year. 


They cite softened world oil markets resulting from the declining global oii 
consumption against the increased flow of new crude oil to the markets, 
among other things, as the foundation for their rather rosy observation. 


In fact, some world oil-exporting countries cut in recent months their oil 
export prices one after another in a desperate effort to maintain their 
shrinking market share in the world's oil markets. 


Furthermore, they expect that other oil-producing countries will follow suit 
and thus contribute to softening global oil markets. 


lo the relief of the world's oil-importing countries, the world oil market, 
is increasingly and conspicuously turning into a buyers’ market rather 
than a sellers’ market these days, they say. 


whenever international oil prices rise, a high-ranking official at the 
Ministry of Energy and Resources said, the nation, since it does not itself 
produce a drop of crude oil, has no choice but to change domestic oil prices 
accordingly. 


For these reasons, the nation has inevitably been among the world countries 
which have been most hard hit by international oil price increases, he said. 
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What also brightens the prospects for domestic oil prices this year is the 
performance of the local won currency, which is gradually gaining atrength 
against the major foreign currencies, including the U.S. dollars, they say 
that any depreciation of won currency againeat the U.S. dollar is directly 
related with domestic oil price hikes, 


They recalled that at the time of the previous domestic oil price hike 
eftfectuated last November, the won currency's devaluation against the 
U.S. dollar accounted for some 6.1 percent of the 11,32 percent domestic 
oil price hike compared with 4.5 percent of the increases in the imported 
crude oil price, 


For these reasons, the stabilization of local currency against the U.S. 
dollar has great significance for the domestic oil price, they say. 


The government projects the margin of the local won currency's depreciation 
against the U.S. dollar for the whole of this vear at approximately five 
percent, 


All indications are that domestic oil prices will not show the leap-frogging 
tendencies experienced in the recent past. 


Another question is how much the increases in domestic energy prices will 
affect domestic commodity prices. 


At any rate the energy price increases are certain to shed cold water on 
the domestic commodity price which shows every sign of stabilization in 
recent months in the wake of political equilibrium, 


The Ministry of Energy and Resources said that vesterday's energy price 
increase will affect the domestic commodity price by 3.5 percent on the 
wholesale price basis and 1.5 percent on the consumer price basis. 


The oil price hike alone will work as some 11 percent of the cost-push 
factor for the domestic petrochemical industries and a four to five percent 
factor for public transportation charges, local oil experts view. 


Such heavy oil-guzzling industries as aluminum and copper smelting, cement 
industries and chemical fertilizers are also certain to be affected by 
the domestic oil price hike, they expected. 


They say that the oil price accounts for some 70 percent of the production 
cost of chemical fertilizer and some 30 percent for cement. 


In setting domestic oil prices, the government, however, made utmost efforts 
to minimize its effect on the international competitiveness of local export 
industries. 


This is reflected in that the increase rate for such industrial fuels and 


industrial feedstocks as bunker-coil and naphtha were lower than for other 
oil derivatives.

[Text] Korea and the United States will renew their traditional cooperative 
ties once again as both countries have agreed to resume the annual sessions 
of the Korea-U.S. economic consultations in Seoul June 9-10, 


Foreign Minister No Sin-yong will lead the Korean delegation to the two-day 
meeting with the American side to be represented by Myer Rashish, under- 
secretary ot state for economic affairs. 


We attach particular significance to the resumption of the annual conference 
on economic affairs between the two friendly countries on the ground that it 
will be held in accordance with the joint commmique issued after the summit 
talks between President Chon Tu-hwan and his American counterpart Ronald 
Reagan last February in Washington. 


Keeping this in mind, we entertain our fresh hope for the substantial fruition 
of the annual get together between the two countries, which must be most 
encouraging to the government and people of this country at this juncture 

in the face of an economic ordeal to be overcome by us by all means. 


The projected consultative meeting was originally scheduled to open last month. 
This was, however, put off as the appointment of Rashish as new U.S. under- 
secretary of state for economic affairs had not been ratified by the 

U.S. Congress. 


The delegations to the meeting are expected to comprise seven to eight 
officials from each side at vice minister or assistant minister levels, 
apparently indicating that the binational conference has been conspicuously 
raised in its status compared with the previous ones. 


It is understood that the two governments are now negotiating on agenda items 
and other preparatory steps for the forthcoming Seoul meeting through 
diplomatic channels. 
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The coming economic consultations between the responsible economic officials 
of the two countries, however, will deal with overall cooperative relations 
between Korea and the United States from a far-sighted point of view in the 
trade, economic, industrial and financial fields. 


Specifically, we foresee that the conferees will work out in detail coopera- 
tive measures designed to secure stable supplies to Korea from the United 
States of nuclear fuel, generation equipment and other energy resources and 
technology. 


The Korean delegation, it appears, will urge the United States to ease the 
latter's restrictive measures on textile products, color television sets and 
other merchandise from Korea during the consultative talks. 


As the United States is our traditional ally she is fully aware of an impending 
economic issue concerning the enhancement of exports in this country, which 
bolsters the national economy itself. The sentiment of protectionism pre- 
vailing in the U.S. society can hardly be applied excessively to the case 

of this country under the current circumstances confronting this country 

on the Korean Peninsula, 


In other words, the restoration of stability in our national economy is 
immediately connected with the maintenance of political and social stability 
in the days ahead particularly at a stage where the new republic has just 
set out with the completion of sweeping reforms at large. 


We cannot overstress that the economic cooperation between Korea and the 
U.S. should be dealt with at a national security dimension.

[Text] In evaluating international relations, whether bilateral or multi- 
national, there is a tendency to focus attention on their intensity in 
diplomatic, political, economic aspects--and, in some instances, security 
interests. 


But what ultimately substantiates and facilitates relations on a lasting 
basis is the sociocultural bond, which involves mutual understanding and 
tangible exchanges among the peoples--especially between those who have 
differing historical and cultural backgrounds. 


Such is the case of Korea's relations with the United States, more acutely 
than with other countries. Relations between the two countries date back 
to nearly a century ago--in fact, the centennial of the establishment of 
their first diplomatic ties falling in May next year. 


Moreover, since the end of World War II when the nation was Liberated from 
Japanese rule, the United States has been the closest ally of Korea with its 
military troops stationed on the peninsula, almost continuously through 

35 years. 


Relations between the two nations being such, close collaboration and amity-- 
not only at the government level but m,.° importantly between the peoples-- 
have steadily grown and one of the most conspicuous developments has been 
made in the cultural sector. 











In this respect, the conclusion of a bilateral agreement, in the form of 
exchanging diplomatic notes, to establish the Korean-American cultural 
exchange committee is a welcome development, though in a sense it it a bit 
belated and short of a full-range cultural pact. 


The committee, to be made up from delegates of governmental and non-governmental 
organizations from each side, is charged with overall coordination and colla- 
boration with regard to wide-ranging educational and sociocultural exchanges 
between the two nations, including reviews of existing cultural relations and 
the recommendation of new initiatives in cultural activities. 
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Noteworthy ie that the agreement was concluded as part of the solid progress 
being made to restore and further upgrade Seoul-Washington cooperation in the 
wake of the summit talks between Presidents Chon-Tuehwan and Ronald Reagan. 
Pursuant to a joint communique issued after the summit in Washington last 
February, there will shortly be governmental collaboration in three other 
fields=-=-the resumed ministerial security consultation and Lower-echelon 
policy coordination as well as newly-installed economic consultation, 


The ee Lablishment of a binational cultural committee was first agreed on in 
principle during former U.S. President Jimmy Carter's visit to Seoul in 
June 1979, But, largely due to Korea's internal situation during the last 
year or so, the idea had to be shelved until the Chon-Reagan talks which 
agreed on early activation of the committee to further promote mutual under- 


standing and exchanges between the two peoples both through private and public 
channels, 


Also meaningful is that agreement has been worked out on the premise of 
equality and reciprocity, a new forward-looking guideline in view of the 

fact that cultural exchanges until recent years were more or less one-sided-- 
that is, Korea being a developing nation was under overwhelming American 
influence, 


Yet it should be borne in mind that equal financial contributions to and 
rights in the operation of a coordination committee alone--for that matter, 
the sheer number of persons visiting each other's country--do not assure 
equal magnitude and intensity in actual cultural exchanges. 


The forms of cultural inflow from a nation, in many cases, will be naturally 
different from the other way around because of contrasting cultural heritages, 
both contemporary and traditional, and differing needs to suit their respective 
sociocultural situations. 


Thus the salient points in undertaking bilateral cultural exchanges should be 
to make astute joint efforts in a broader perspective to find new initiatives, 
while steadily expanding the existing programs, for mutual benefit and 
understanding in this age of growing interdependence.
